Over 800 men are fighting the fire ap- 
proaching at Weat Gold Hill, which

the valley ranchen. 

Women nnd children are oontinaally 
arriving in this city for protection, and 
the scene is one of excitement and de- 
struction. Teamsters from Ward, <iold

The ranch house of Mr Ely at r>i'ft 
Hand was completely de.-troyed and .Mr 
Ely wa.s badly burned about the faeu 
and bands Mr. Boamaii, whose raneh 
Wa« bunii d, also suffered injuries 

Fred Bliier's property, ne.ir Sunset 
was burned, and Bhier w!ih found uu 
oouaoious iu an outbuilding where he 
had gone to savo •omethlug. He is 
rionsly burned. 

Lew Jain, the proprietor of the Ward' 
Boulder stage line, brought the mail ou 
iMnrsebaok, because it was impossible to 
nm his coaches through the burning 
district, which is known us the "Ridgo 
road," between Gold Hill and Ward 
He reported that the fire was raging 
furiously and the wind blowing a gale 
•nd it was then within on* mile of the 
oltT of (iold Uill. 

A courier reports the destruction of

The air in this oity is heavily laden 
with smoke.

Mr. nnnard Spraksi at thft ConTrnt'nn of 
th« Hiilghta of Labor A Union of Labor 
OtgaBlwsUMS Advocated Whlab Meets 
tb« Approval of Mr. Soverelgii— Mr,

Nrw Orleans, Nov in —Tho morn 
ing session of the Knights of Labor con 
vention was consumed In llsteding to an 

address by Mr. Oleorge Howard, vice 
president of the American R(\ilway as 

SOellltioIl, who bad been speeially Kl 

vited to attend tho session of the con- 
vention. 

Mr. Howard presented a proposition 
for the consolidation of all the laboring 
organizations of the conutry into one 
vast body under a single board of man 
ageiueut ami with an amalgamation of 
interests. He believed if such a plan 
were adopted labor would be benefited 
and would be in a position the more 
completely to have lu wrongs redreesed 
and the more speedily to obtain ila 
rights. 

(J rand Master Sovereign also spoke in 
favor of the plan proposed by Mr. How 
aid, which nis reoommended as possess 
ing tfeuMnta of advantage thai II woald 
not be well to overlook. 

No bnsineas waa tranaaeted dnrlng 
the session, bnt there waa a general dis 
ctutsion of views on the proposition of 
Mr. Howard. 

Immediately after the opening of the 
afternoon session oommunioi^ns were 
read from Vice President H. C. Robin 
son of Viga county assembly, F. M. B. 

A. , which stated that whUe tho F. M 

B. A. were not of the same order, they 
were in sympathy with thu etlons of 
the Knights of Labor to "liberuto labor 
from thralldom wbloh now overwhelms 
them." 

General llastor Workiiii'.u Sovereign 
delivered his aiuiual addr.- s, wliii-!i \\i\s 
an e:;li;uisf jve and (.'biliurate re- .:n;i> of 
the work of the oni'-r from its uie:]ii 
eucy. He attributed tlie d creasnd nH-m 
bershi|) of the i.idcr to the dc|)ressioii in 
busiie ss circles, prevalent baiikrwiiicy 
low w.itres and fore;>d idleness of labor 
lug clas.•^.•s. He st.iti'd that ho had trav- 
eled, :!"), H14 miles snico ijis stewardship 
and had or(;aiii/.od II new assemblies 
and made liT public addnsses. 

He reviewed U\.\ ui tloii of last Jiiuu 
ary, when he .secured the seivices of 
Jmlfje (,". C Cole and hlod a bill in the 
district court of the District of Co- 
lumbia, setting forth special yrievarices 
of bis order ami protestiii-; at/ainsl. th 
issuance of bonds liy tli.' seerctarv of 
the I'liited States treasury. He char- 
acten/.ed the writ of iiijiiiicti(ju from 
the United Slates circuit court of the 
eastern district of Wisoousin as a 
despotic 111 junction. 

Referring to the American Railway 
union ulliliations, he advised a crjalition 
with tins, as well as all labor oiKaniza- 
tions His resume of the I'ulhi an 
strike terminated in severe criticism i,f 
Major Ueueral John M. Ucliotield und 
the roooinmeudation of that officer for 
an increase of the army, together with 
the action of "Chicago's iiiiblocraoy.who 
were {jermitted to present a stand of 
colors to the Fifteenth infantry" was 
an indication of an "uneasy desire t^) 
subjugate labor through the military 
powers of the nation." Uo urged that 
the assembly take strong grounds 
against an increase of the militairy forco 
of the nation aud that they "advocate a 
ilecrease iu the regular anny and the 
abolition of the state militia, for from 
them are ooming to the surface the sen 
timenta of a military despotism. 

He contended that too much of the 
order's time waa taken np bjr minor 
questions and read oorrenondenoe of 
last month between himseli and Beore 
tary R. M. Baaley of the Civio Federa- 
tion of Chioaga He also made a shitrp 
criticism of the banking laws. He ad- 
vised a ftow miner ebangee In the pre 
amble of the order. 

At the oloae of the address, the report 
of the general ezacutve board was print- 
ed and referred to the several com- 
mittees. It was a voluminous atfnir 
but contained mncb of interest to the 
delegates.

Some War News as Reported 
From a Chinese Source. 

IHS JAPS STORY C0NTRAD1CT£D. 



ralleawen Has Hot Tet B«*a^Oa|rteffed k> 
(be Japanese Troop* Ntfithpr Ha* Port 
Arthur Been Taken— The Japanese 
Driven Ont oC Two Towns That They Bad 

Captured— Th* Latest Ad*tce«. 

TlBN-TaiN, Nov. 16.— Chineie reports 
received here from lA.rt Arthur say that 
the Japanese have not yet captured 
Talienwan. It is stated that two forts 
there are still holding out against the 
Ji^jtanese, and that in spite of the des* 
perate fl|hting which has taken place, 
the aaaaolta of the enemy have been re- 
puleed. 

From tke aame source it is stated that 
the Japaneae are far from Port Arthur, 
whoee defenses have been greatly 
strengthened, and it is likely that the 
place will offer a determined retlstanoe 
to the Japanese. 

It is also reported that a portion of 
(General Sung's army has recaptured 
Klnehow, and that the Japanese have 
been driven out of Motieln on the road 
to Pekin by the Chinese, who afterward 
pursued them for several milea. 

Coaflraied to the Loadoa Tiases. 
ItOMMii, Nov. 16.— The Times pub- 
liihes a dispatoh from Tien-Tsin saying 
thai General Nieh reports that he waa 

attacked at Malien-Lnng on Nov. 11 
the Japaneae troops and that he suoeeed- 
ed in repulsing them. The Ohineee 
general adds that the Japaneae made a 
second attack upon the positions he oe- 
cupied on Nov. Vi, but it appears the 
Ja pa neae were again repulsed and the 
Cbinese pursued them toward Fungh- 
Wang which (General Nteh expected to 
reach soon after sending his report. 

The similarity between this reported 
defeat of the Japanese and the defeat 
they are said to have sui^tained at 
Motlen, on the ro!wi to Pekin, would 
make It appear that the two engage* 
meuts may bo identical.

LIKE MARBLE, THOUGH ALIVE. 

Attacked by Catalepsy While Standing, He 
Itenialncd In Tliat Attitude. 

One of the most remarlcable exfaibi- 
ttons of the power and inflnenoe of oata- 
lepqr, a form of hyitsrla that eontraots 
the mnselea and divests the subject of 

the sensation of volition, occnrrc^ in 
this city a few days since, in which 
Thomas Purdy, a laborer, was the sub- 
ject In company with several other 
workmen Pmidywaa engaged la dining 
a trenolL 

He was standing at the top of the 

trench, with a long handled shovel, re- 
moving tho gravel which a workman 
below threw to the top, when with tho 
suddenness of an electric flash the man 
became transfixed in positiaa, as im- 
movable aa a piece of atalaaiy. He was 
in tha aol of raising the shovel when 
attaaked. His right hand tightly clntch- 
ed the shovel handle near its end 
nnd tho left hand near the middle. 
His left leg was advanced and slightly 
bent at the kuee, while the blade of the 
shovel pointed at an inclination of abont 
80 degrees. His eyes were closed. 

Every nmsclo of the lithe and com- 
pactly built workman was as taut and 
rijjd as though ooiistrncted of iron. 
Due of the workmen who observed his 
jonditiou got out of the trench and un- 
dertook to remove the shovel lield by 
the ailent workman. The ahovel, though, 
was clutched with an iron grip, and al- 
though he tugged hard ho was nimble 
to remove it from tho clutches of tho 
poflsessor. The man's foot were llrmly 
planted on the grotind as though nailed, 
and be stood there aa rigid and motion- 
less as a piece of statoaij. 

Physicians were summoned to the 
scene, and the marvelous sight was wit- 
nessed by hundreds of citizens. Boveral 
nnsuocessfal attempts to remove the 
shovel from his hands were made, when 
Police Captain Alabaok, apeiited by sev- 
ttal ofBosBS, succeeded in removing It 
from hia grasp^ although it seemed that 
they would surely break off his Angers 
In so doing. The man's heart beat with 
the ordinary pulsations, and the lungs 
were performing their vocation. 

After the map had stood in thia posl- 
tioo for over two hoonhewas pioked 
np like a piece of marble, placed in the 
patrol wagon and oooveyed to a hospital 
Ho remained in substantially the samo 
oouditiou for two whole days, during 
whioh time his bedside was almost 
oonstaatly snrroonded by physicians^ 
who were Intensely interested In the 
case. There were indications that the 
man was conscious of all hia surround- 
inga Although improved in condition, 
he has not yet been able to relate his 
ezpirleiioe. —Dayton (O. ) Dispatch.
